Your  Board  decided  to  accept  the  resigna¬ 
tion  with  extreme  regret  and  it  has  been 
recorded  in  the  Minutes.  Our  thanks  go  to 
Hal  for  his  invaluable  and  untiring  work  in 
the  structure  and  formation  of  the  Club. 
The  Board  decided  to  invite  Hal  to  sit  in  at 
its  meetings  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season  to  ensure  the  Club  receives  the 
benefit  of  his  vast  experience  in  soccer

However,  I  would  like  to  correct  a  state¬ 
ment  made  in  your  April  1  issue  {unless,  to 
coincide  with  the  date,  it  was  made  in  jest), 
under  the  heading  "Welcome  to  the  ath¬ 
letes,"  Frank  Kunz,  a  very  old  friend  of 
mine  and  a  distinguished  scholar,  made  the 
claim  that  . .  this  is  the  first  time  in  Aus¬ 
tralia  (may  be  even  first  time  anywhere 
else)  that  a  senior  amateur  athletic  series 
has  been  sponsored  by  and  staged  in  con¬ 
junction  with  professional  soccer."

TRAGIC  MISTAKE  AT  BRUCE  STADIUM 

Wrong  Match  Televised 

By  Des  Pickable 

(OUR  CLOD  IN  THE  CROWD) 


Horrified  executives  of  our  local  TV 
channel  were  shattered  to  learn  that 
cameramen  recorded  the  minor  game  of 
(Canberra  City  v  Fitzroy  United  at  Bruce 
Stadium  on  ^turday  15th  April  instead  of 
the  featured  highlight.  Presidents  XI  v 
Celebrities  XL  All  cameramen  involved 
have  been  sentenced  to  5  hours  watching 
re-runs  of  'Little  House  on  the  Prairie'  and 
this  report  remains  the  only  evidence  that 
the  game  ever  took  place. 

Our  22  heroes  stumbled  on  to  the  pitch 
around  2pm  followed  by  a  motley  collec¬ 
tion  of  reserves,  officials,  hangers-on,  auto¬ 
graph  hunters  and  a  few  glory  seekers.  The 
crowd  of  almost  3000  {of  whom  at  least  45 
were  awake)  roared  their  indifference. 

Theo  Moulis  won  the  toss  for  the 
President's  side,  which  was  the  only  thing 
he  won  all  day,  and  elected  to  defend  the 
scoreboard  end.  He  said  later  the  only 
reason  he  did  this  was  that  he  didn't  know 
how  many  of  his  players  would  survive  the 


walk  to  the  other  end. 

Celebrities  swept  into  the  attack  right 
away  and  hammered  the  President's  XI 
goal  almost  continually  for  the  first  five 
minutes.  Ian  Myerscough,  who  plays  foot¬ 
ball  better  than  he  writes  about  it,  had  the 
first  chance  to  score  but  narrowly  missed 
the  scoreboard,  which  appeared  to  be  his 
target.

Know  your  local  soccer 

The  advent  of  a  Canberra  City  PSL  team 
has  added  a  new  dimension  to  the  local 
soccer  scene.  It  is  therefore  of  value  for 
followers  of  our  code  to  possess  an  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  inter-relationship  that  currently 
exists  within  the  local  area  for  the  various 
levels  of  soccer. 

The  diagram  attached  displays  the  four 
aspects  of  ACT  soccer  of  which  Canberra 
City  is  now  a  part  and  shows  how  they 
relate  to  each  other  and  also  with  the 
National  body.  Canberra  City  has  a  repre¬ 
sentative  on  the  ACT  •Soccer  Federation 
(ACTSF)  executive  as  does  each  of  the 
ACTSF  Football  Leagues. 

The  current  organisation  of  local  soccer 
through  the  ACTSF  has  been  in  existence 
since  1972  although  organised  soccer  in  the 
ACT  commenced  some  twenty  years  ago. 
One  of  the  reasons  for  acceptance  of  Can¬ 
berra  City  in  the  PSL  was  because  of  the 
stable  management  structure  existing  in  the 
local  Soccer  Federation.  Briefly,  the  foot¬ 
ball  leagues  comprise  of: 

ACTSF  Football  League:  This  is  the 
senior  soccer  competition  in  the  ACT  and 
comprises  a  first  and  second  division.  The 
first  division  has  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  grade 
competitions  and  the  second  division  has 
1st  and  2nd  grade  competitions  only.  All 
games  are  played  on  Sundays  and  some 
players  engaged  by  clubs  are  part-time 
professionals.  Entrance  charge  is  required 
at  grounds  on  which  these  games  are 
played. 


ACTSF  Canberra  League:  This  com¬ 
petitions  is  provided  for  the  purely  ama¬ 
teur  player  and  four  divisions  are  provided 
with  eight  teams  only  playing  in  each. 
Games  are  played  on  Saturdays  and  no 
entrance  charge  is  made  for  spectators  to 
these  grounds. 

ACTSF  Junior  League:  This  com¬ 
petition  provides  soccer  for  boys  from 
U/7  to  U/18  years  old  and  all  games  are 
played  on  Saturdays.  Throughout  these  age 
groups  there  are  approximately  forty 
divisions  and  about  3000  boys  actively 
participating  and  the  numbers  are  grow¬ 
ing  year  by  year. 

ACT  Representative  Team:  The  ACT 
U/18  rep  team,  being  coached  by  Vic  Fer¬ 
nandez,  is  presently  undergoing  training 
prior  to  selection  to  play  in  the  Coca-Cola 
Bottlers  U/18  Championships  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  Brisbane  during  15th  to  21st 
May  1978.  Teams  from  all  States  will  be 
participating. 

On  Tuesday  25th  April  at  2pm  on  the 
Hawker  Oval,  Belconnen,  the  ACT  U/18 
rep  squad  (including  four  PSL  players) 
will  be  playing  the  remainder  of  the  Can¬ 
berra  City  PSL  team.  As  a  preliminary 
match  at  12  o'clock  the  City  2nd  grade 
League  side  will  be  playing  a  team  TBA. 

All  proceeds  will  be  donated  to  sup¬ 
port  the  cost  of  sending  the  rep  team  to 
Queensland;  a  visit  to  see  these  teams  in 
action  is  highly  recommended.
